2 robbery

Romulus police widened 
their search today for the last 
two gunmen involved in the 
1991 $31,500 armed robbery at 
a local hotel, after two mem- 
bers of the gang plead guilty to 
the jewelry-cash heist. 

The two defendants, includ- 
ing one from Inkster, will be 
sentenced June 10 following 
their guilty pleas last week 
that they were members of a 
group that robbed a Missis- 
sippi couple visiting Romulus 
of $30,000 in jewelry, $1,500 in 
cash and two handguns. 

The victimized pair were 
staying at the Ramada Inn in 
Romulus last August 

Romulus Detective Sgts. 


Cora Semrau and Dan Snyder 
identified the defendants, 
both on parole at the time of 
the robbery as Anthony Wayne 
Jones, 33, of Inkster, the re- 
ported driver and planner of 
the robbery and Gerald Lamar 
Howard, 25, of Detroit, identi- 
fied as one of the three gun- 
men in the robbery. 

The duo entered guilty 
pleas in the second day of 
their trial last week, when a 
juvenile Flint participant in 
the robbery became the key 
state witness against them. 

The Flint girl, who has 
turned 17 since the robbery, 
also pleaded guilty as an adult 
to two counts of armed rob- 
bery. She currently is lodged 
in the Wayne County Youth 
Home. She will be sentenced 


June 19. 

Jones, who was arrested 
Nov. 6, 1991 at a Inkster resi- 
dence, pleaded guilty to two 
counts of armed robbery and 
being a habitual criminal be- 
fore Judge Prentis Edwards in 
Detroit. 

Howard, who was arrested 
Nov. 6, 1991 at his Lincoln Park 
parole officer’s office, pleaded 
guilty to two armed robbery 
charges, a felony firearms vio- 
lation and a habitual criminal 
charge before Judge Dalton 
Roberson of Detroit. 

Police said five persons, 
three of them armed, forced 
their way into a Ramada Inn 
room rented by a couple from 
Pascagoula, Miss, on Aug. 28. 

Police said none of the 
stolen items were recovered.

The candidates include Ken 
Berlinn and Pat Patterson, the 
incumbents; and Debra Hoff- 
man, Donna Lindquist-Capron 
and Pauline Calhoun, the chal- 
lengers. 

Strong feelings on both 
sides have been expressed on 
such issues as the purchase of 
facsimile machines for board 
members, school travel costs, 
Michigan Education Assess- 
ment Program scores and 
unanimous board votes. 

Each of the five candidates 
will be allowed an opening 
statement, followed by several 
questions posed by A1 Post, 
staff writer of The Romulus Ro- 
man. 

Written questions then will 
be collected from the audi- 
ence and read to the candi- 
dates by moderator Robert K.

• Lindquist-Capron, 34, a for- 
mer Illinois resident who 
moved to Romulus last year, 
stresses her financial and 
computer background. 


She would like to encourage 
more parental involvement 
within the schools, more frugal 
school board spending during 
the current recession and 
more open verbal communica- 
tion by board members in 
open meetings. 

• Hoffman, 36, currently Ro- 
mulus assistant city finance di- 
rector, also opposes what she 
considers excessive board 
spending habits, poor MEAP 
scores and the poor image of 
Romulus schools. 

She feels her business and 
professional training will help 
her become a stronger board 
member. 

She sought and received the 
endorsement from Mayor Bev- 
erly McAnally and most of the 
City Council members. 

• Calhoun, 47, a city activist 
and former City Council candi- 
date, also opposes the spend- 
ing record of the current 
board - including the purchase 
of fax (facsimile) machines for 
all seven board members. 

She feels that her training 
as a credit union official would 
assist her in not only deciding 
how to vote on various finan- 
cial issues the board faces, but 
would aid the board in any fu- 
ture contract negotiations.

Romulus men 
join search

As the days pass without 
word on a missing 10-year-old 
Warren girl, two young Ro- 
mulus men have joined the ef- 
fort to find her. 

Rory Means and Mark Cady, 
both of Romulus, have been 
handing out flyers to enlist 
help in locating Deanna 
Seifert who has been missing 
since May 10. 

It was early on Mother’s Day 
when Deanna disappeared 
from the home of a neighbor 
where she had spent the night 
at her friend’s sleep-over 
party’. Now, 18 days later, no 
word of the missing child has 
been heard. 

Her story has not only tou- 
ched the hearts of the family 
and neighbors of Deanna 
Seifert, but has prompted con- 
cern from people throughout 
the state and motivated a pair 
of Romulus residents to volun- 
teer their time to distribute 
flyers about the missing girl. 

“I care,” said Rory Means, 
when asked why he is passing 
out flyers in front of the Wayne 
Road Kmart store last week. 
“I’m going to continue until 
she is found.” 

When Means and his friend, 
Mark Cady, heard about the 
kidnapping of 10-year-old 
Deanna Seifert, they decided 
to contact the missing girl’s 
parents and volunteer their 
services. Richelle Ketland of 
Westland, a Kmart employee, 
joined the pair to distribute 
flyers during her lunch hour. 

“I called the Seiferts and 
talked to Bob and Beth and 
asked them what I could do,” 
Means said. “I drove out to 
Warren to pick up a box of 
flyers, and I’ll keep on distrib- 
uting them until she is found.” 

Jacqueline Waybrant of 
Westland took a flyer from 
Means and expressed her em- 
pathy with the family. 

“I have grandchildren, and I 
know how I’d feel. My heart 
goes out to her family. I hope 
they catch the people respons- 
ible for taking her. I’d do any- 
thing to help a kid,” the 
Westland woman said. 

Darlene Minch took a flyer 
and expressed her hope that 
the girl is still alive - the same 
hope that other recipients of 
the flyers expressed. 

Minch noted that she has 
followed the case in the media 
and has become more con- 
cerned as the days have pas- 
sed.

According to the statements 
released by the family, Deanna 
had spent the night at a pa- 
jama party, celebrating the 
birthday of a neighbor girl. At 
about 3 a.m. May 10, a neighbor 
witnessed Deanna being 
placed into the back of a gray 
van by a man identifed as An- 
drew Trombley, 22. 

Trombley has been in police 
custody, but has denied the 
kidnapping and has not pro- 
vided any information to po- 
lice or FBI investigators. 
Currently, Trombley has been 
charged with kidnapping and 
is in the Macomb County Jail. 
Bond, which was first set at $1 
million, has been boosted to $3 
million. 

Means believes that public- 
ity about the missing child will 
help to bring her back home. 

“The more people who see 
the flyers, the more people 
will be on the lookout for her. 
There’s a $7,000 reward now, 
and that may help to gain some 
information,” Means said. 
“When I pass out the flyers, 
people want to know more 
about the case and they all ask 
whether we’ve heard anything 
new.” 

The flyer pictures Deanna 
and discribes her as blonde 
with blues eyes and between 
4-foot-2 and 4-foot-5 inches tall 
with a small build. She was 
last seen wearing a bluish 
green nightgown with brown 
Teddy Bears on the front 

Warren police are asking 
anyone with information to 
call 574-4810.

The alarm clock sounds even 
louder at 3 a.m

the fat that has risen to the surface. Cut the 
chicken meat into small cubes, discarding all 
skin and bones. Set aside. 

Heat the butter in a saucepan and cook the 
onion until softened but not brown. Add the 
tomatoes with their puree, the parsley, oreg- 
ano and salt and pepper to taste. Add 2 cups of 
the reserved chicken stock. Bring to a boil, 
then cover and simmer for 20 minutes, stirring 
occasionally. 

Add 1 cup of the com, cover again and sim- 
mer 5 minutes longer. Puree the soup in a 
blender or food processor and return to the 
pan. Add the remaining corn and the chicken 
meat and cook until piping hot. Ladle the soup 
into bowls and swirl in the sour cream. Serve 
immediately. 


There just isn't anything quite like it. 

Sure, Thai food is as hot and spicy and 
Szchuan cooking can bring tears to your eyes 
as can a real Indian curry, but when it comes 
to really knowing how to use spices, Mexican 
cooks seem to have accomplished the most 
pleasing balance of spice and flavors. 

It's the warm weather that brings out the 
lust for Mexican foods, it must be. Think about 
it. In all the countries and locales noted for 
very hot, spicy food, it's usually very, very hot 
One well-founded suspicion is that the hot 
weather requires a great deal of liquid intake 
and the spicy foods help increase thirst. Ex- 
cept in many cases, that thirst is for an ice- 
cold marguerita to wash down a couple of 
tacos. 

Most people have found that the lighter 
Mexican fare, usually called Tex-Mex cooking, 
is exceptionally pleasing to the taste, partic 
ularly in the warmer weather. Let’s face it, 
there are only so many things that can be 
thrown on the barbeque, versatile though it 
may be. 

Excellent Tex-Mex dishes are not difficult, 
and are a far cry from the fare offered at the 
fast food establishments where patrons run 
for the border. Real Mexican cooks would do 
just that faced with some of the concoctions 
being passed off as examples of their ethnic 
craft. 

It isn’t brain surgery, but good Mexican 
cooking does require some skill and a bit of 
education. There are, for example, more than 
50 varieties of chili peppers, with names that 
vary from place to place. They differ in flavors 
and degrees of “heat” and yet real ethnic 
cooks know and understand the differences. 

A general rule of operation, not to mention 
fire prevention, is that the smaller the pepper, 
the hotter to the taste buds it will be. 

Chiles are sometimes available fresh when 
in season, but usually available dried. Canned 
chilies can be found in most supermarkets 
and these can be used for most Mexican 
dishes with fairly good results. Purists will 
insist on fresh peppers, however, which are 
sometimes difficult to find. 

Jaiapenos and small and quite hot are usu- 
ally to be found pickled in brine while the 
large mild chilies, whole or chopped, are usu 
ally labeled as peeled green chilies or peeled 
Californian green chilies. They really do work 
quite nicely. 

Chili powder is a blend of ground medkum 
or hot chilies and other spices such as oregano 
and cumin. Different brands vary in flaovor 
and hotness, so some experimentation might 
be in order, adding only a bit of the prescribed 
I amount and then more to taste. 

Here are a few wonderful summer recipes 
which would please even the most discrimi 
nating palates. 

Corn and chicken soup 

1 tablespoon batter 
1 onion, peeled and chopped 
16-ounces canned chopped tomatoes in to- 
mato puree 

1 tablespoon chopped fresh parsley 
1/2 teaspoon dried oregano 
Salt and pepper 

1 1/2 cups canned or thawed frozen whole 
kernel com 

4 tablespoons dairy sour cream 

Stock: 

1 whole chicken breast , spilt m half 
1 small onion, peeled and halved 
1 carrot, peeled and quartered 

1 celery stalk with leaves, quartered 

2 small dried hot red chilies 
Feic parsley sprigs 

Few black peppercorns 
Salt 

To make the stock, put all the ingredients in 
a large saucepan and cover with plenty of cold 
I water. Bring to a boil, then half cover and sim 
nter for 2 hours. 

Strain the stock, reserving the chicken 
' breast. Allow the stock to cool, then remove

8 skinless , boneless chicken breast halves 
1/2 pound cream cheese 
2 garlic cloves , peeled and minced 
4-ounce can green chilies , drained and diced 
1 large egg , beaten 
1 cup finely ground tortilla chips

Slice each chicken breast in half horizon- 
tally, not cutting ail the way through. Open up 
the breasts (like a butterfly) and place each in 
turn between two sheets of waxed paper or 
plastic wrap. Pound until flat with a meat 
pounder or the bottom of a heavy skillet. 

Combine the cream cheese, garlic and chi 
lies in a bowl and mix together with a fork. 

Lay the chicken breasts out on a flat surface 
and divide the cheese mixture bewtwwn them. 
Spread it out evenly, to within about 1/2 inch of 
the edges. Tuck in the sides and roll up the 
breasts. Secure the rolls with wooden cocktail 
sticks if necessary. 

Dip the rolls first in beaten egg, then in 
tortilla chips, pressing the chips on to coat all 
sides evenly. Arrange on a baking sheet and 
chill for at least 20 minutes. 

Preheat the oven to 375 degrees. 

Bake the chicken rolls for about 30 minutes 
or until cooked through. Serve hot, garnished 
with black olives and coriander.

8 com tortilla shells, uncooked 

1 pound beef chuck m 

1 cup water ( 

3 tablespoons red wine vinegar 

1 tablespoon Worcestershire sauce 

1 teaspoon cumin seeds 

1/2 teaspoon coriander seeds 

6 black peppercorns 

vegetable oil for frymg 


Trim any fat from the meat, then place it in 
a saucepan. Add the remaining ingredients, 
except tortilla shells and vegetable oil, and 
bring to a boil. Cover and simmer gently for 11 
1/2 hours or until the meat is very tender 

Drain the meat reserv ing the stock. Scrape 
the spices off the meat, then shred it using two 
forks. Strain the stock. 

Put the shredded meat and stock back into 
the pan and simmer uncovered, until the 
stock has almost all evaporated and the meat 
is piping hot. 

For each flauta. arrange two tortillas on a 
fiat surface, overlapping one about halfway 
over the other Spoon one quarter of the filling 
down the center and roll up form a long side, 
tucking in the ends Secure with a wooden 
cocktail stick. 

Heat about a 1/2 inch deep layer of oil in a 
skillet and fry the flauta until crisp and goldenl 
brown on all sides. Drain on paper towels andl 
serv e hot with a selection of salsas-guacamolef 
makes a wonderful topping.

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The one that 
got away 

There is, after all the hue and cry, a new superintendent 
in the Wayne-Westland school district. And, while we wish 
Larry Thomas, the man who will assume the mantle of 
management of an $80 million a year budget and the edu- 
cation of nearly 17,000 children throughout this area, the 
very best in this new role, we wonder if perhaps the best 
candidate for the job was not overlooked. 

We are still embarrassed and outraged at the manner in 
which former Superintendent of Schools Dr. Dennis 
O’Neill was summarily ousted from a district where he 
spent 28 years of his career as an educator. And now, the 
loss of Dr. Thomas Svitkovich seems a second blow to the 
continuity in the management of the second-largest school 
district in Wayne County. 

Svitkovich, who accepted a job as superintendent of the 
Carman- Ainsworth schools, had nearly 30 years experi- 
ence in the Wayne- Westland distict. His financial manage- 
ment and investment skills were long recognized as 
superior and were well evidenced in the profits afforded 
the Wayne-Westland district due to his skillful negotiation 
of property deals. 

And, during all the controversy and conflict surround- 
ing the departure of O’Neill and the bickering among 
members of the board of education, Svitkovich managed to 
demonstrate a level of tact and diplomacy usually found in 
only the most skilled arbitrators. 

While personal confidants were aware of his conclu- 
sions and opinions, Svitkovich managed to walk a fine line 
and treat each member of the board as an individual, 
attempting in many cases to mediate disputes and always 
keeping the best interests of the students and taxpayers 
paramount in his actions. 

After a nationwide search and the review of 59 candi- 
dates, the best man for the job may very well have been in 
the office next door. During the months since O’Neill was 
forced into retirement, Svitkovich managed to effectively 
assume the task of managing and leading the district de- 
spite the political power plays of some board members, 
interference, intimidation and positioning for re-election. 
He managed to not only maintain his own dignity, but to 
protect that of the badly and crucially battered district he 
served. 

Svitkovich may not have been the choice of all the board 
members for this job, although he certainly proved his 
merit and his ability to handle the task. His departure may 
have been necessary to the political plans of some and 
perhaps, may be beneficial to his career. 

But frankly, we wonder if perhaps his brand of quiet 
diplomacy, his class and his expertise weren’t exactly 
what these troubled schools needed to heal the wounds 
inflicted by the tumultuous political climate. 

At any rate, we know he is owed a great debt of gratitude 
and has earned both our respect and our admiration. 

We envy the Carman-Ainsworth district. They got one of 
the very finest school administrators we know.. .and one of 
the finest gentlemen we’ve had the privilege of knowing.

Walking away from the 
Wayne-Westland Community 
School District after 32 chal- 
lenging and satisfying years 
has been difficult It becomes 
even more difficult as I see the 
direction this district has 
taken since Mrs. Sylvia 
Kozorosky-Wiacek has been on 
her power trip as president of 
the board of education. At the 
very least, I am concerned 
both for the board and the 
community she serves. Her 
lack of commitment and bla- 
tant neglect of her respon- 
sibilities as a board member 
during her first six years, un- 
fortunately, didn’t prepare her 
for the role she has insisted on 
playing this year. 

Since she has chosen to 
seek re-election, I feel com- 
pelled to relate some basic 
facts for your consideration in 
replacing her on the board. 

For six years, Mrs. 
Kozorosky-Wiacek didn’t at- 
tend in-service, seminars or 
conferences designed for 
board members made avail- 
able through professional or- 
ganizations. Many of these 
were provided right in our dis- 
trict at the Wayne County Re- 
gional Educational Service 
Agency located at Van Born 
and Howe roads.

available inservice resources. 
Mrs. Wiacek refused to spend 
even enough time to be even 
minimally prepared. 

MRS. WIACEK OPERATES 
ON A DOUBLE STANDARD. 

Mrs. Wiacek refused repeat- 
edly to place last year’s mill- 
age increase on the ballot. 
After her political gamesman- 
ship. she supported the two 
board candidates who were 
elected on an anti-millage 
platform. Now, during her 
campaign, she goes throughout 
the community taking credit 
for a full educational and ath 
letic program, the new ele 
mentary reading series and 
the restoration of other pro- 
grams which would have been 
unavailable without the mill 
age. 

HYPOCRISY? 

She chastised employees for 
getting involved in school 
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board elections. In fact, she 
even tried to prohibit their 
personal political activity 
through board policy. She ob- 
viously didn’t want employees 
supporting candidates who 
were not her choice. 

Now, she has sent a letter to 
all employees soliciting dona- 
tions for her campaign. Some 
employees have even received 
an on-the-job phone call when 
their check hadn’t been re- 
ceived. 

HYPOCRISY? 

Sylvia has a serious hangup 
with the concept of nepotism. 
When the district needed a 
special education speech ther- 
apist, my married daughter 
with two degrees, impeccable 
credentials and experience 
applied for the job. She was 
selected by the special educa- 
tion interview team and I ap- 
prised the board of our rela- 
tionship prior to her appoint- 
ment. Because of Mrs. Wiacek’s 
deep concern, she took a walk 
durin that meeting so that she 
wouldn’t have to vote. How- 
ever, she had no problem 
“hounding” the administration 
to find a job for her daughter, 
specifically working after- 
noons at some non-certified 
position which had fringe ben- 
efits. When, at her request, we 
delivered, Mrs. Kozorosky- 
Wiacek voted for her daugh- 
ter’s appointment, with no 
qualms. Her rationale was that 
because she was married, her 
name was different. 

HYPOCRISY 

Make no mistakes, anyone 
interested in the education of 
young people in Wayne- 
Westland shouldn’t be 
“duped” by her political ver- 
biage. Our youngsters cannot 
afford to be pawns in her game 
of political chess. The rumors 
which she often initiates have 
her running for mayor, city 
council, state representative 
and county commissioner. 
Check with some of the people 
supporting her board can- 
didacy. Their names are listed 
as political paybacks or pay- 
offs at our students’ expense. 

A slogan used in Florida 
against phony politicians re- 
garding education issues 
seems most appropriate in 
Wayne Westland. “Who’s for 
kids and who's kidding.?” 

In voting for your school 
board candidate choices on 
June 8, please investigate 
carefully and sift through the 
political rhetoric.

Representative 
seeks solutions 

To the editor : 

1 entered the Legislature 
eight years ago seeking a 
change Michigan’s double 
trouble: high property taxes 
and inequitable school fi 
nance. Recent initiatives and 


their impact upon our schools 
have encouraged me to discuss 
this issue with as audience as 
possible. 

I have received dozens of let- 
ters from Plymouth-Canton 
residents expressing concern 
with Governor Engler’s school 
proposals. The Governor’s sug- 
gestion that local schools pay 
their employers portion of 
teacher’s Social Security 
would cost the Plymouth- 
Canton School District $3.5 
million. His proposal to have 
local districts pay retirement 
contributions in 1993 94 would 
cost Plymouth-Canton Schools 
another $4 million. These are 
devastating figures for a 
school district that has prided 
itself on fiscal responsibility 
and maintained one of the 
smallest administrative staffs 
in the county. Simply put. Gov- 
ernor Engler’s plan would 
mean fewer teachers or higher 
property taxes in Plymouth- 
Canton. 

Let me assure you that I op 
pose the Governor’s plan and 
will attempt to defeat and/or 
amend it. His ideas fall dra- 
matically short of the major re- 
form that is needed in school 
finance, the principle problem 
lies in our over dependence 
upon Michigan’s high property' 
tax. We all recognize the high 
costs of those winter and sum 
mer tax bills, but we may fail 
to see the severe injustices the 
current system perpetuates. 

Michigan’s property tax/ 
school fiance system has 
yielded inequities that have 
students receiving from $2,500 
to $9,000 per year and homeo- 
wners paying from 8 to 50 mills 
for local schools. The impact of 
this impropriety should be ob 
vious on the students. It is also 
clearly unfair to have many ho- 
meowners pay more in prop- 
erty taxes and yet have less 
spent on their child’s educa- 
tion. 

Examples of the inequities 
abound. This year levying 33.8, 
Plymouth-Canton generates 
$4,717 in state and local aid 
per pupil. In office building 
rich Southfield, 34 8 mills gen 
erated $9,224. In Novi, home of 
Twelve Oaks and other major 
retailers, it only takes 27.5 
mills to receive $6,975 for each 
pupil. Conversely, nearby Wil 
low Run has to 42 4 mills to 
raise $4,701 and 33.2 mills in 
Dundee generates only $3,854 

The above figures should 
provide some insight as to why 
tax base sharing was legis 
latively supported last year 
We rarely work and shop in the 
same district in which we res 
ide Why should a child's edu 
cational opportunity be so 
dramatically different, simply 
because there is a shipping 
mall, office building or major

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industrial complex located 
within district boundaries? 

Tax-base sharing begins to 
recognize that business loca- 
tional decisions shouldn’t af- 
fect school district spending 
by sharing 50 percent of the 
growth in commercial and in- 
dustrial tax base statewide. In 
other words, if the Mega-mall 
is built, not just the kids in the 
Aubrun Hills district will ben- 
efit, but school kids statewide. 
Tax-base sharing does not take 
any of the school taxes that ho- 
meowners pay away from our 
local district. Only half of the 
growth in commercial and in- 
dustrial assessments is shared. 
Tax-base sharing could also 
lead to a uniform property tax 
rate for business that would 
stimulate economic develop- 
ment and end the abatement 
blackmail game. 

Other solutions are also 
plentiful. Some are short-term 
Band-aids on this hemorrhag- 
ing wound, others are politi- 
cally motivating responses to 
taxpayers' frustrations. 

The Governor’s Social Secu- 
rity and retirement shifts are 
patches on a dike that spills 
out into a $7 million hit against 
the Plymouth-Canton Schools. 

The property tax cut plans 
proposed by both Governor 
Engler and Speaker Dodak cut 
taxes, but fail to address the 
troublsome results upon 
schools. The property tax 
freeze now in place for 1992 
has cost Plymouth-Canton 
Schools $3 million and hin- 
dered its ability to meet nego- 
tiated and inflationary costs. 

Real answers are not pain- 
less. Cutting the property tax 
will mean shifting to the sales 
and/or income tax to fund 
schools. How much should 
business, homeowners and the 
state each contribute toward 
paying for schools? How do we 
assure quality for the dollars 
paid? 

Seeking responsible an- 
swers to these issues has been 
my principal motivation in 
serving as your State Repre- 


sentative. Negotiations con- 
tinue, but I need your ideas 
and support to craft solutions 
that benefit all our kids, those 
in Plymouth-Canton and our 
future generations in Michi- 
gan’s 565 districts.

The new for 92 Pontiac 
Grand Am is turning out to be 
a winner where it counts 
most--in the hands of more 
than 100,000 new owners and 
on the sales charts. Sales re- 
cords have been achieved by 
Grand Am in three of the last 
six 10-day sales periods, ac- 
cording to statistics released 
by the company.

Health alerts issued 


Wayne County health offi- 
cials are again warning par- 
ents to remember health 
hazards and risks to children 
relating to the possible expo- 
sure to waterborne diseases in 
the Rouge and Ecorse rivers. 

Cynthia Taueg, Wayne 
County health officer, recently 
released statements warning 
parents and other individuals 
about the possible dangers of 
local waterways because of the 
quality of the water being se- 
verely degraded. 

“While initial efforts by 
Wayne County and others are 
beginning to reduce the over- 
all pollution of the rivers, the 
health department stream 
sampling shows very high bac- 
terial counts,” Taueg said. 

According to the health de- 
partment, virtually all samples 
collected at different locations 
are in violation of state stan- 
dards for bacterial quality.

Health officials are recom- 
mending parents keep younger 
children from any contact with 
the rivers, and recommend 
older children should not be 
permitted to play, wade or 
swim in the waterways. 

As in prior years, teenagers 
and adults who volunteer to 
help remove debris from the 
rivers will be given special 
precautionary methods to help 
reduce the risk of waterborne 
disease, stated a health de-

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SPRING FEVER SAVINGS 


Conservation saves money 
as well as environment

It makes double sense to 
conserve energy, because 
practicing conservation also 
means saving money. 

Ways in which to save en- 
ergy in the home, yard, work- 
shop and automobile are 
offered in a U.S. Department 
of Energy booklet 

As warm weather ap- 
proaches and air conditioning 
units are utilized, the Energy 
Department officials recom- 
mend that filters be changed 
at least once a month and that 
the unit be shut off when the 
room or home is vacant Less 
energy will be used to cool the 
room when you return than if 
it had been left running, ac- 
cording to the experts. 

It is also recommended that 
the air conditioner thermostat 
be set as high as possible. For 
example, 78 degrees is often 
recommended as a reasonably 
comfortable and energy- 
efficient indoor temperature. 
Overcooling is expensive and 
wastes energy, the experts 
noted. 

Try these Energy Depart- 
ment tips to save energy in the 
kitchen, laundry and bath- 
room: 

• Purchase a gas oven or 
range with an automatic igni- 
tion system instead of a pilot 
light for a savings of up to 41 
percent in the oven and 53 per- 
cent on the top burners. 

• When using the oven, 
make the most of the heat 
source to cook as many dishes 


as possible at the same time. 

• When buying a dish- 
washer, look for an energy- 
efficient model with air power 
and/or overnight dry settings, 
which can save up to 10 per- 
cent on dishwashing energy 
costs. 

• Don’t keep your refrigera- 
tor or freezer too cold. Recom- 
mended temperatures are 38 
to 40 for fresh foods and 5 de- 
grees for the freezer section 
and zero for long-time frozen 
food storage. 

• Defrost manual-defrost re- 
frigerators and freezers regu- 
larly. Set a schedule to defrost 
on the first day of the month, 
for example. Frost build-up in- 
creases the amount of energy 
needed to keep the engine run- 
ning. Never allow frost to build 
up more than one-quarter of 
an inch. 

• Wash clothes in warm or 
cold water and rinse in cold. 
Use hot water only if abso- 
lutely necessary. 

• Do not overload washers 
and don’t use too much deter- 
gent 

• Take showers rather than 
tub baths. It takes about 30 gal- 
lons of water to fill the average 
tub, while a shower uses ap- 
proximately 15 gallons in five 
minutes. 

Saving energy doesn’t end 
inside the house. Many simple 
steps can save energy in the 
yard and provide additional 
savings. For example, plant 
deciduous trees and vines on 
the south and west sides of the 
house to provide shade in the 
summer. Hand tools and push 


lawn mowers should be used 
when possible and electrical 
tools should be kept in good 
condition. 

More than one-third of the 
petroleum we use in the U.S. is 
burned as fuel for private au- 
tomobiles and light trucks. In 
addition to saving oil, energy- 
conscious driving and good car 
maintenance can save the av- 
erage family $70 to $100 annu- 
ally in gasoline costs. 

Conservation efforts on the 
road can be improved by using 
public transportation, a motor- 
cycle, a moped, a bicycle or by 
walking. When possible, use a 
train or a bus instead of the 
family car for trips. Motorists 
also can share rides by form- 
ing car or van pools. 

Motorists can save gasoline 
by observing the posted speed 
limits on the highway and driv- 
ing at a steady pace. It is also 
helpful to maintain vehicles 
properly for good fuel econ- 
omy by having regular tune- 
ups, keeping engine filters 
clean, using the recommended 
gas octane and oil grade, 
checking tire pressure regu- 
larly and removing unnecess- 
ary weight from the car. 

When making purchases, try 
to buy products that will last. 
Buy equipment on the basis of 
the initial cost plus the operat- 
ing cost, rather than on the 
basis of price alone. Often 
products that are energy- 
efficient cost more to buy, but 
over the lifetime of the equip- 
ment, the difference will be 
made up in lower operating 
costs.
